HARRISBURG, March 27.—With- 


out a dissenting vote the senate today 
passcd finally and sent to the house 
the Harris bill which fixes the regula- 
tions governing the adoption of voting 
machines, The bill is an enabling act 
for 
the 
constitutional amendment 


adopted last November to permit the 
use of the machines. 


Under the bill a referendum to de- 


cide upon their adoption and use may 
be taken at any November election 
upon previous petition of one per cent 
of the qualified electors who voted at 
the preceding general or municipal 
election. 


When a referendum is to be sub- 


mitted the bill makes it mandatory 
upon the taxing authorities to de- 
termine whether there will be cur- 
-rent funds available for purchase of 
the machines in case the-electorate 
decides for their use. 
If 
current 


funds are Insufficient than at the 
same election a proposal for the ne- 
cessary increase in indebtedness also 
must be submitted. 


II the proposal for use of the ma- 


chines Is defeated it may not be sub- 
mitted again for vote within a period 
of 103 weeks. 


When the proposal is approved the 


bill provides that they may be adopted 
either simultaneously or gradually in 
the political subdivisions. 


Can Force Action. 


In case the voters approve use of 


the machines and the county commis- 
sioners within one year thereafter do 
not execute contracts for their pur- 
chase the bill gives the secretary of 
the commonwealth power to make 
such purchases if the commissioners 
continue to refuse. 


After adoption of the machines their 


use may be discontinued by a major- 
ity vote of the electorate under the 
same conditions specified for favor- 
able action. 


Most of the criticism leveled at the 


bill in Its present form Ls aimed at 
p.ny 
amendment which will permit 


tiny qualified elector to enter a voting 
booth to instruct a voter. 
Formerly 


such Instruction was limited to a 
number of the election board. The 
bill requires that the person who in- j 
structs the voter must leave the booth i 
before the machine Is actually oper- | 
ated. 


Economical Practice. 


The bill also provides the manner 


" In which voting districts may be <ii- i 


*lded or consolidated so as to make! 
use of the machines as economical as 
possible. 


Final passage of the bill followed a 


long controversy, centering mainly 
between the two men who had spon- 
sored such measures, both Senator 
Harris, Allegheny, and Senator Davis, 
Lacknwanna. introduced such bills 
early in the session. Both are mem- 
bers of the elections committee in 
the senate but Davis is chairman. 


After a long series of conferences 


the differences finally were 
ironed 


out and the two measures consolidat- 
ed. 
The majority of the provisions 


are those in the original Harris bill. 
The bill bears the name of Senator 
Harris but generally is referred to as 
the Davis-Harris measure out of def- 
erence to the former who for more 
than a decade has urged adoption of j 
voting machines.
